JUDGE DECIDES AGAINST 
OLD COUNCIL AND MAYOR 
Oklahoma City, May .31.—At 5:65 
Tuesday afternoon, Judge A. C. truce 
concluded the closing argument for 
the charter advocates In the man­ 
damus proceedings before Judge E. 
D. Oldfield of the superior court. The 
judge immediately call* d the clerk 
to his desk, and rendered his decis­ 
ion. Ii was snort and to the point. 
"The motion of plaintiffs for a per­ 
emptory writ of mandamus is sustain­ 
ed.” 
With that decision the commission 
forces won the second round in the 
legal battle for municipal control of 
Oklahoma City. In the first round, be­ 
fore the supreme court last Tuesday, 
that tribunal refused to take juris­ 
diction. 
Almost before thesuprenie court had 
finished the rendition of its opinion, 
the attorneys for Mayor Grant and 
the commissioners had filed another 
action in the superior court. Argu­ 
ment# were begun Saturday, and the 
entire day and evening was consumed, 
alter which Judge Oldfield announced 
that lie would withhold his decision 
until Monday, but after conoid* ring 
the proposition he stated Monday that 
he desired further authorities on che 
question of whether the offices 
of 
commissioners had ever been created 
under the state law. and set Tuesday 
for the time of bearing counsel. 
The 
hearing 
began at H oclock 
Tuesday morning and was only com­ 
pleted late in the evening, when the 
decision was rendered. Attorney T. G. 
Chambers, representing the defendant 
was at once on his feet asking for a 
«tay of execution, and the court al- 
lowjKi one until Saturday morning. 
The plaintiffs were not altogether 
willing to have a stay granted, Judge 
Oruce objecting on the grounds that 
his clients should reap the fruits of 
the victory, and also for fear that vio­ 
lence might occur if Mayor’ Lackey 
and his cohorts remained in office.

Indian Leaders Will Fouler 
Hugo, Okla., May til.—O n, of the 
most interesting gatherings in 
the 
history of the Ohootaw nation will be 
held at the Old (woodland Boarding 
school on June 20 and 2 1. The gath­ 
ering will be a coming together of 
the governors of the five civSIized 
tribes and a delegation of prominent 
Indians for the discussion of matters 
of moment. Tile convention will be 
conducted in the manner of Indian 
councils and the chief purpose of the 
gathering 5« to consider some general 
plan looking to a final disposition of 
all tribal property, mineral and tim­ 
ber lands, etc. 
The questions 
of 
schools, federal prohibition, taxes aud 
per capital payment will also be tak- j 
en up. 
A representative of the department I 
of the interior will attend the con- j 
ference and tak* part in the delibera­ 
tions. The subject of timber lands 
is especially important. At this time 
the Indians will decide whether tiiey 
( want to dispose of their lands tog tfi- 
I or with the timber thereon or to sell 
the timber separately and retain <jbt 
lands. The matter of continuing the 
Indian schools as at present or dis­ 
continuing all but the industrial fea­ 
ture will also be taken up.

Governor D. H. Johnson of the Chick­ 
asaws, Chief Moly Tiger of the Creeks 
Governor 
Brown 
of the Seminoles
